senses; in fact, bu t very little indeed 
is k nown concerning the electron ex­ 
cept that its appearance today indi­ 
cates the passing or disappearance of 
what yesterday was look ed u pon, rec­ 
ognized and k nown as matter. 


In other words, in attempting to ar­ 
rive at the permanent origin, u ltimate 
form or primal state of what is called 
material su bstance, matter, or yester­ 
day's concept of matter, is seen to dis­ 
appear. 
Prof. Wilhelm OStwald, a 
well-k nown au thority, states in su b­ 
stance on page ”42 of his “Ou tlines of 
General Chemistry,” Ed. 19 12, that 
the conception of matter is too indefi­ 
nite for it to be regarded as one of 
the constitu ents of phenomena. Please 
remember that this is a statement of 
a physical scientist regarding matter, 
and that matter is the fou ndation of 
physical science.

Scientist is mak ing a daily stu dy of 
the Word in conju nction with “Science 
and Health with Key to the Scrip­ 
tu res,” and is doing this not becau se 
of any boimden du ty on his part, nor 
becau se somebody has told him to do 
so, bu t becau se he has fou nd that he 
is a better man for so doing. — that 
there is in his consciou sness less and 
le s of i nv.v, malice, hatred, revenge, 
with their k indred ills, and that there 
is in his consciou sness more of loving 
compassion—that he 
is

his 
neighbor as himself—that he is hap­ 
pier and more harmoniou s in every 
wav as a resu lt of su ch stu dy and con­ 
templation. 
Under these circu mstances it wou ld 
be 
most 
incongru ou s indeed, if the 
Christian Scientist was not fou nd fa­ 
miliar with his Bible. 
Mrs. Ed d y’s W o rk 
If Mrs. Eddy’s work had consisted 
only in establishing the place and u se 
of the Bilile in 1his incomparable man­ 
ner, she wou ld be considered a most 
remark able woman indeed, and one 
to whom hu manity shou ld render a 
tribu te of love and respect. 
In addition to this there are hu n­ 
dreds of thou sands of men and women 
and children throu ghou t the world 
who have been healed of their sick ­ 
nesses and pains, healed of their sor­ 
rows and griefs, healed of their mis­ 
ery and sins, becau se Mrs. Eddy has 
been a citizen, not merely of local en­ 
vironment, bu t a citizen indeed of the 
world. 
Please do not misu nderstand my 
pu rpose in thu s speak ing of Mrs. Eddy. 
Christian Scientists do not attempt 
to deity, to worship or exalt the per­ 
sonality of Mrs. Eddy in any manner, 
and if any of you have ever heard a 
charge made to that effect you will 
k now that it is very far indeed from 
being 
tru e; bu t it wou ld 
be 
most 
strange if those who have been healed 
and regenerated shou ld seem to be 
lack ing in their expressions of the 
deepest gratitu de for the character 
and life of this gentlewoman, together 
with the gift, of 
Christian 
Science 
which she has so lovingly laid u pon 
the altar of hu manity. 
Giving 
If there is one word that might more 
than another indicate something of 
the character and pu rpose of Mrs. 
Eddy. I think it might be the word 
giving. 
Mrs. Eddy was always ready 
and willing to give to a cau se that was 
worthy. 
Above all, she was always 
giving, giving, giving of the gifts of 
Christian Science which had been so 
freely given to her. 
And in the final 
disposition of her estate to he u sed 
“in extension of the religion of Chris­ 
tian Science,” as tau ght by her, she 
has accou nted well for her steward­ 
ship, and given to hu manity an eter­ 
nal legacy of endu ring love. 
Simp licity an d Co n sisten cy 
Mrs. Eddy’s faith and tru st in God, 
and her confidence in the ever-pres-
